dits, condemned to die on the gallows 
Friday, made two desperate attempts 
at suicide today. His condition as 
result is so precarious that it is feared 
he will not survive. Should he stil 
be alive next Friday he will be carried 
to the gallows and executed. Nieder- 
meyer planned his attempted suicide 
carefully. First he mastjcated 
and 


swallowed the heads of sdventy-ftve 
or one hundred bulphur matches. 
While the posphorsus was burning hfe 
stomach he sawed the flesh of 
his 


wrist with a sharp point of a lead 
pencil. Striking a bone in the wrist 
he gave up trying to separate 4he ar- 
tery and turned his weapon to the 
large veins on the other side of his 
?ft fore arm and with a see-saw mo- 
tion he lacerated the flesh and Mus- 
cles of the ana and tora open the 
veins leaving a large jagged wound 
exposed, through which the blood 
gushed in streams, dying his bedcloth-

3udgo Parker's bold plan his of- 


ficial support. The legal -battle was 
before Justice Fnrsman Jn the special 
term of the supreme court at Troy. It 
••esulted in a decree substituting the 
twenty-five trustees for the temporary 
-ccclver and scaling down the amount 
Jue to each depositor to his pro rata 
share of the ai>aet&. The court also 
Disjoined the depositen-s from drawing 
out more than 25 per cent, of their de- 
posits till further judicial orders were 
made.

.vas stined upr Ir» consequence of local 
political disturbances. 
The leading 


newspaper of Ulster county, to em- 
barrass the bank and thus injure some 
:>f the original trustees, advised the 
depositors to draw out their all&w- 
ible 25 per cent, as soon as the bank's 
Joors opened, as it would probably be 
all they would ever get. 


A frantic crowd of depositors sJonn- 


•d the bank. The "run" meant ruin. 
*Bui when the doors opened there was 
fudge Parker, with a bag of motjey 
'.hi<>h he had obtained in New- York. 
He was determined to 
prevent 
a 


panic. Leaping on the 
tieasurer's 


Icsk, -with flashing eyes, be faced tho 
white-faced, excited crowd, and, fling- 
ing a roll of money down, he cried; 
'Come on! We are ready to pay. Come 
an1 Do you think we would waste out- 
line on a broken bank?" 


Instantly the panic ceased. Judge 


Parker had saved tho day. The de- 
positors departed, and only 11 per 
.:ent of them drew out their money. 
That saved the Ulster County Savings 
Sank, which has since worked out of 
ts difficulties. 


The general term of the supreme 
onrt aud the court of appeals both 
sustained Judge Parker's novel plan 
as sound in law. The judge nevor 
-ested till the thieving treasurer and 
issiatant treasurer weie sent to the 
state prison, where they both died. 


After a waile Judge Parker was 


isked to become president 
of the 


liank. He declared that he would on- 
y accept tlie position on condition 
hat tbu salary should bo abolished. 
This was agreed to, and ho was elect- 
ul president. He did not r»Mro until
